(4)  Tht  first  field  operation  for  the  battalion  ooourred 
1-2  Aufust  when  Battery  B  tnoved  out  in  jeiteral  support  of  units  fron  the 
10th  ARVN  Division  opsratinj  to  the  southvoat  of  Xuan  Loo  and  out  of  range 
of  the  bass  oanp*  The  battery  oooupied  one  firing  position  and  fired  H&I's

Crow's  Nest*  1-3  Ootobert  Canbezy  I*  6-10  October;  and  ^jueenbeyan*  16-26 
October*  These  searoh  and  destroy  operations  were  all  oonduoted  by  the  lot 
Australian  Task  Fores  and  Involved  moving  only  part  of  the  firing*  battery 
to  the  field  while  the  rest  oontlnued  its  fire  support  mission  from  the 
battery  base  oamp  at  Nui  Dat*

in  the  vicinity  of  previous  night  HAI  fires*  Apparently  the  artillery 
frightened  the  VC  avay  before  they  oould  finish  the  job*

DISCUSSION!  The  oomston  praotioe  for  artillery  H&I  misoions  is  to 
plan  a  given  number  of  rounds  *  a  given  number  of  times*  on  one  set  of  oo- 
ordinates*  These  are  almost  totally  unobserved  fires  into  suspeoted  areas 
or  supply  routes  and  are  based  on  current  intelligenoe  without  oonfirma- 
tion* 


OBSERVATION!  A  systematio  coverage  of  an  area  rather  than  firing 
at  a  given  point  will  greatly  enhanoe  the  possibility  of  damage  and  injury 
to  the  '/C*

A  new  regtilation  on  this  subject  is  presently  being  published  by 
HQ,  U  FFORCEV,  This  regulation  makes  provisions  for  broadcasting 
notifications  of  ARVN  artillery  fires  as  well  as  US,  The  requirement  to 
notify  pilots  of  artillery  firing  is  not  intended  in  any  way  to  delay  the  de¬ 
livery  of  artillery  fires  in  support  of  units  in  contact  or  on  inunediate 
type  targets.
